Have you ever noticed how many times the words save, 
saved, salvation and Saviour are used in the Word of God? 
As a matter of fact, they are used hundreds of times. The 
great Keyword of the Bible is the word salvation. 


When we think of salvation, we 
immediately think of such pas- 
sages as the following: 


Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” ‘ 
(Acts 16:30-31). 
“By grace are ye saved through 
faith.” (Eph. 2:8). 
“Christ Jesus came 
world to save sinners,” 


“Look unto me, and be ye 
saved, all the ends of the earth: 
for I am God, and there is none 
else.” (Isa. 45:22).

David said, ‘The Lord told me 
to come and offer a sacrifice on 
your threshingfloor, and I want to

buy it.’ 

Araunah_ said, ‘Why, a 
David, you can have it. Ill-gfve 
it to you free. I will also give 
you the yokes and the flails for 


wood, and I'll give you the oxen 
for the sacrifice.’ 


Suppose David had _ said, 
boy! 


‘Oh 
That is the way I like it. 


I'll offer 


That is the easy way! 


my sacrifice and meet God's re- 
quirements, and it will not cost 


me anything.’ Do you think he 
said that? No, he did not! He 
said, “Nay; but I will surely buy 
it of thee at a price: neither will 
I offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord my God of that which doth 
cost me nothing” (II Sam. 24:24). 

He said, ‘I will not give God 
that which did not cost me any- 
thing.’ And David got the ear of 
God. God listened when David 
prayed. You can get Him to 
listen too if you mean business 
with all your heart. 

How did Bible Christians find 
God, how did they get their 
prayers answered and have re- 
vivals? In the first chapter of 
the book of Nehemiah we see how 
Nehemiah got the ear of God. We

Here we will find how Bible Chris- 
tians sought God with all their 
hearts. 

“The words of Nehemiah the 
son of Hachaliah. And it came to 
pass in the month Chisleu, in the 
twentieth year, as I was in Shu-

of Moses, ye cannot be saved” 
(Acts 15:1). That teaching Paul 
had to refute. And he did. He 
proved conclusively that it was 
neither necessary to be circum- 
cised or to keep the law in order 
to be saved. 

Likewise there are those today 
who also have erroneous ideas re- 
garding God’s salvation, and &® is 
with these false views I want to 
deal first of all. 


RELIGION 


A lot of people think that their 
religion saves them. 

“Madam, how is it with your 
soul?” inquired a British noble- 
man of Madam Cherkoff of Russia, 
“Sir,” replied the indignant 
Countess, “that is a matter be- 
tween’ my father confessor and 
God.” 

Was she not a member of the 
Greek Orthodox Church? Had she 
not. paid large sums of money for 
its upkeep? Did she not believe 
‘and practice, all its doctrines? 
Was she not faithful in her at- 
tendance on its services? Why 
then should she worry? It was no 
concern of hers; it was up to the 
Church to get her through, 

Yes, my friend, and you, too, 
may be trusting in your *church 
membership. But I want to tell 
you that religion cannot save. No 
religion, Protestant, Roman Catho- 
lic, Jewish, Greek Orthodox, Cop- 
tic, Mohammedan, or any other, 
can save your soul. Only Jesus 
Christ can do that. 

You may join as many. churches 
as you like and still be lost. The 
church cannot save. You may be 
a Presbyterian, a Methodist, a 
Baptist, an Episcopalian, or any- 
thing else, and yet perish. There 
is no salvation in the church. Sal- 
vation is in Christ. 

“Thou shalt call his name Jesus: 
for he shall save” (Matt. 1:21). 

“Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 


name under heaven given among 
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men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12), 


If you are to be saved at all, 
you must be saved by Jesus Christ. 
There is no other. He is the one 
and only Saviour, “Look unto 
ME, and be ye saved,” says God. 

Nicodemus was religious, but he 
wasn’t saved. Jesus, therefore, said 
to him, “Ye must be born again” 
(John 3:3). The Pharisee was re- 
ligious, but he wasn’t saved. (Luke 
7:36-50). Cornelius was devoutly 
religious. He feared God, gave 
alms, prayed, fasted, was well 
thought of, and yet he, too, was 


lost and had to be saved. (Acts 
10:22). 


Paul was perhaps the most re- 
ligious man of his day. His re- 
ligion dated from his childhood. 
He spoke of himself as zealous for 
God. He had been circumcised and 
had kept the law blamelessly. And 
yet he was a sinner in the’ sight 
of God. He was lost though he 
knew it not. He, too, had to be 
saved, for God’s righteousness he 
did not have. He was religious, oh 
yes, a religious sinner, In fact, he 
called himself the “chief of sin- 
ners.” But listen to his testimony. 


“If any other man thinketh that 
he hath whereof he might trust 
in the flesh, I more: Circumcised 
the eighth day, of the stock of 
Israel, of the tribe of Benjamin, 
an Hebrew of the Hebrews; as 
touching the law, a Pharisee; con- 
cerning zeal, persecuting the 
church; touching the righteousness 
which is in the law, blameless. 


“But what things. were gain to 
me, those I counted loss for Christ. 
Yea doubltless, and I count all 
things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord; for whom I have suf- 
fered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but dung, that I 
may win Christ, and be found in 
him, not having mine own right- 
eousness, which is of the law, but 
that which is through. the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is 


of God by faith” (Philippians 
3:4-9). 


Well now, my friend, if religion 
could not save Paul and Cor- 
nelius, Nicodemus and the Phari- 
see, how then is it going to save 
you? 

Have you ever heard of anyone 
as religious as John Wesley, the 
founder of Methodism? He was a 
minister of the Episcopalian 
Church and yet he himself says 
he was not converted, 


He considered himself a Chris- 
tion because he was religious, be- 
cause he read the Bible, went to 
church, and said his prayers. He 
says he set apart an hour or two 
a day for religious retirement. He 
took communion and prayed 
for inward holiness. On Wednes- 
days and Fridays he fasted. He 
became a missionary to the In- 
dians and preached the Gospel. 

But Wesley was not saved. “Who 
shall convert me?” he cried. Oh, 
what a confession!-His chief mo- 
tive in becoming a missionary was, 
to quote his own words, “the hope 
of saving my own soul.” What a 
tragedy! An Episcopalian clergy- 
man, devoutly religious, and yet 
unsaved. 

Are you, too, depending on your 
religious life for salvation? Then 
you are anchored to a false hope. 
You do not yet know Christ. 

If religion can save, then why 
did Christ die? Calvary was un- 
necessary if religion, too, can 


‘Save. No, my friend, there is but 


one Saviour, not religion, but 
Christ. - 

Religion cannot impart life, and 
you must receive a new life in 
order to be saved. “Ye must be 
born again” (John 3:3). 


"Tapas not the church that saved 
my soul, 
Nor yet my life so free from 
sin; 
‘Twas Jesus Christ, the Lamb of 
God,

MORALITY 
A great many people think they 
are saved because they live a good 
life. They rely on their morality 
to save them. 


My friend, you might as well try 
to lift yourself by your own boot 
straps as to expect morality to 
‘Save you. 

If a moral, upright life can 
save, then why did Christ die? Of 
what value is His death? You 
don’t need Him if you can save 
yourself. 


If you could reach heaven by 
your own efforts, you would cry 
out, “Look at me! I got in because 
of the wonderful life I lived. I 
was so good, so moral and up- 
right, that God let me in. I didn’t 
need a Saviour. Christ I ignored, 


I saved myself.” But no, my friend, 


a thousand times, no! No one will 
ever talk like that, for no one 
can ever live a good enough life 
to satisfy God. 


“All our righteousnesses are 
as filthy rags’ (Isa. 64:6), declares 
God. “There is none righteous, no, 
not one” (Rom. 3:10). “All have 
sinned,” therefore all need a 
Saviour, 


In any case, if you are right- 
eous, self-righteous, then Christ 
never came for you. “I came not 
to call the .righteous, but sinners 
unto repentance” (Luke 5:32), He 
said. “They -that be whole need 
not a physician, but they that are 
sick” (Matt. 9:12). Are you whole? 
Are you perfect? Are you right- 
eous in your own eyes? Then, my 
friend, you do not need Christ. 


“I am not an extortioner, nor 
am I unjust. I am not an adult- 
erer,” said the Pharisee. “I am 
not even a sinner like this publi- 
can. I am righteous.” But the 
publican, with downcast eyes, 
smiting on his breast, cried, “God, 
be merciful to me, a sinner.” And 
Jesus justified the publican but 
condemned the Pharisee. 


You know you are not right- 

eous. Why, you wouldn’t want 
your friends to know your 
thoughts. Do you think then you 
are fit to stand in the presence of 
a holy God? 
You tell me there is no dust 
in this room? Let the sun in. Now 
look at that ray of light. No dust! 
Millions, billions of specks every- 
where. 

You say you are righteous. But 
wait a moment. Let the white 
light of God’s holiness enter your 
heart. Now what? Corruption, vile- 
ness, polution. In a word, sin. 

Peter cried, “I am a sinful man, 
O Lord.” Job exclaimed, “I am 
vile.” Isaiah said, “Woe is me! 
for I am undone; because I am 
a man of unclean lips.” And these 
men were the best, the mcst mor- 
al and upright of their day. But 
when they saw the Lord, they 
saw themselves. And so will it 
be with you. 

Did ever a man live a better 
life than Paul, or Nicodemus, or 
Cornelius? But their morality did 
not save them, Nor can morality 
save you. “Ye must be born again.” 


Here is the testimony of ‘a pub- 
lic executioner: 


“T have always been a God-fear- 
ing, religious person, 

“I have always endeavoured to 
lead an honest, moral life, and in 
my dealings with others, have 
tried to follow the Golden Rule 


‘T have striven to be a good 
husband and a good father. 


“Wherever I may have failed, it 
has not been for lack of sincere 
effort.” 

.Sounds good, doesn’t it? But it 
is all wrong. It is all “I.” He 
speaks of his own honesty and 
morality, and his efforts to ad- 
here to the Golden Rule. But 
where is Christ? He is never even 
mentioned. He claims to have been 
a good husband and father. But 
what has that to do with salva- 
tion? He talks of his sincerity. 
But it is sincerity without knowl- 
edge. He claims to be a religious 
man, not a saved man, There is 
no mention of the New Birth, no 
about having accepted 


Christ. He seeks to be his own 
saviour and he bases his hope on 
his personal morality. What a 
false foundation! Yet there are 
millions like him. He could not 
say, | : 
“On Christ the solid Rock I stand, 
All other ground is sinking sand.” 


And are you, too, going to stand 
on your own righteousness? My 
friend, you know you are not 
righteous. If you compare your- 
self with others, you may make 
a good showing. But when you 
measure™ yourself by the. stand- 
ards of God, how far short you 
fall! God demands-a perfect 
righteousness and there is only 
One who has it. That One is 
Jesus Christ. If you are clothed 
in His righteousness you will 
be accepted; if not you will 
be condemned. Your own is faulty; 
it will never avail. p 

You may do your best, but your 
best will never pass muster with 
God. But do you do your best? 
Have you ever done your best? 
You know you never have. Time 
and time again you could have 
done just a little better than you 
did, and if that be so, then you 
did not do your best. No one does. 
Be honest now and face the facts. 
You are not doing the best you 
can, and you know it. 

Then, my friend, you need 
Christ. Only the wedding garment 
of His righteousness will get you 
through. Like the prodigal, you 
must cast away your filthy rags, 
and let Him cover you with His 
spotless robe. Plead His merits, 
not yours. Say, and say from 
your heart, 

“I’m only a sinner and nothing at 
all, 

But Jesus Christ is my all im 
all.” 


Queen Victoria offered pardon 
to all deserters who would report. 
But they had to report as desert- 
ers; in other words, they had to 
admit their guilt. Bunyan com- 
pells the citizens of Mansoul to 
put ropes on their necks and come 
out with bared heads, pleading 
“suilty”, “guilty”, in order to be 
pardoned. So, too, must it be with 
you, for you, too, are guilty. You 
have no righteousness of your 
own, | 

WORKS : 

A great many people think they 
are saved by their works. 

They practice penance and self- 
denial. They give alms and say 
prayers. They visit the sick and 


imprisoned and perform numer-. 


ous deeds of kindness. They make 
long pilgrimages and afflict their 


bodies. And thus they expect to 
get to Heaven. 
They work ‘for’ salvation, 


whereas God tells them to work 
“out” their salvation. It must be- 
come theirs first; then they can 
work it or live it out.* The stu- 
dent must first enroll before he 
can work out his college career. 
You must first receive Christ and 
be saved; you must get salvation 
if you are to work it out. 

What did the dying thief do to 
be saved? Work he could not, for 
his hands were nailed to a cross. 
He did nothing, yet Jesus saved 
him, 

Man’s plan of salvation empha- 
sizes the word “do”. God speaks 
of “done”. Man insists on doing 
something, paying something. He 
wants to merit salvation. God says 
it is done. There is nothing to 
do. Jesus did it all. 

Salvation, my friend, is a gift. 
“The gift of God is eternal life 
(Rom. 6:23). What can you do to 
earn a gift? If you pay for it 
then it is not a gift. If you work 
for it you have a right to it, so 
that again, it is not a gift. A gift 
is free, and so is salvation. 

What did the prodigal son pay? 
When you tell me how much he 
paid I will tell you how much you 
must pay. But you know he paid 
nothing, for he had nothing. He 
was bankrupt, and so are you. 
Salvation, my friend, is without 
money and without price. It can- 


‘not be bought. 


When I was in India I saw so- 
called holy men, working for sal- 
vation. “What are you lying on 
that bed of spikes for?” I might 
have asked. “To save my soul,” 


would have been the answer. - But 
why should they do what Christ 
did? Did He not suffer, bleed 
and died for them? Did He not 
atone for their sins? And is not 
God satisfied with the sacrifice of 
His Son? Why then, should they, 
or you, seek to add to the finished 
work of Christ? 

Were you in the last war? And 
did they tell you that if you died 
on the battlefield you would go to 
heaven? That if you paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in the uniform of 
your country, you would be saved? 
What a lie! What blasphemy! To 
think of putting your sacrifice up 
against the sacrifice of Christ! Did 
you believe it? Believe that, re- 
gardless of the sinful, Christ—re- 
jecting life you lived, you were 
ready to meet God, just because 
you died for your country? 

Oh no, my friend, your death 
means nothing, absolutely nothing. 
It is His death, His blood that 
avails. Jesus paid it all. Oh that 
you would believe it and accept 


Him as your sin-bearer, your 
Saviour! 
Hear now the Word of God. 


How clear it is! How emphatic! 


“For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8-9). 


“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done” (Titus 3:5). 


“But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness. Even 
as David also describeth the bless- 
edness of the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness without 
works” (Rom. 4:5-6). 


‘Worketh not” and “not of 
works”. How definite! No work 
of yours, no deeds of merit, noth- 
ing that you can do will avail 
in the least. It is Christ and 
Christ alone who saves. Oh that 
you would come to Him, and rely- 
ing on His finished work on Cal- 
vary, trust Him this moment and 
be saved.

One point, one -sin, 
one commandment broken, and 
you have broken the law. 


Then you are doomed. Your are 
condemned. You are a_ sinner. 
You have transgressed, and you 
are guilty. Well, what are you 
going to do about it? “Oh,” you 
say, “I am going to turn Over a 
new leaf and live right. I will 


never again break the command-| 


ments.” No? Don’t be too sure, 
Frankly, I wouldn’t trust you. But 
even if you could, what about fhe 
past? What about the command- 
ment you broke? Will God over- 
look it? 

Most certainly not. You must 
answer for every sin, that is, un- 
less you will let Christ answer. 
He never broke the command- 
ments. He was sinless. He kept 
the law perfectly. But because 
you did not, an atonement must 
be made, a sacrifice offered. Now 
He, the Lamb of God, is my sac- 
rifice. Why not let Him be yours, 
too ?. 


Clean pages are fine and a clean 
life is ideal, but remember, you 
have still to reckon with the old 
pages with their blots of sin. God 
will not overlook them. They 
must be washed and washed clean. 
Every debt must be wiped out. 
And “What can wash away my 
sin? Nothing but the blood of 
Jesus.” 


Reformation is fine, but it will 
not impart life. It does .not 
change the heart. You may dress 
a private in an oOfficer’s uniform 
but he is still a private. You may 
adopt the garb and language ofa 
Christian but you are still a sin- 
ner. “You must be born again.” 


Suppose you run up a bill at 
the grocery store, and then one 
day, start to pay cash. Will that 
wipe out your debt and cancel 
your bill? Why, certainly not. 
The debt remains until it is paid. 
Turn over a new leaf if you want 
to; start. to keep the command- 
ments if you can, but what about 
the ones you have broken? 


But suppose someone walks in 
and pays your debt, then what? 
Oh, now you can begin anew. Pay 
from now on and all will be well. 
My friend, Christ paid your debt. 
He atoned for every command- 
ment you broke, every sin you 
ever committed. Believe it, thank 
Him and go free. 


If you were dying on the battle- 
field and had only three minutes 
to live, would you want me to tell 
you to keep the commandments? 
When, where, how would you 
start? Which would you begin to 
keep? Oh what despair would fill 
your heart! 


But if I tell you that Christ 
died, that He bore your sins in 
His own body on the tree, that He 
offered Himself as a sacrifice to 
atone for your sin, and that all 
you have to do is to accept Him 
as your own personal Saviour, just 
where you are and just as you are, 
how easy it would be for you to 
be saved, yes, saved in three 
minutes! 


It is as sensible to talk about 
keeping the law in order to be 
saved. as to offer a patient in the 
sanitorium a book on the laws of 
health. He has a cancer and he 
needs a cure. You, too, are dis- 
eased. You have a sin cancer. You 
need someone who can take your 
disease and give you His health, 
not a book of laws. My friend, 
Christ did that. He took your 
sin, bore it in His own body on 
the cross, and now He offers you 
His life, eternal life. 

Paul had a never-ending battle 
with the Judaizers of his day over 
the law. He called it “the Jews’ 
religion” and turned from it to 
Christ. Listen now, to what he 
wrote: 

“Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no fiesh be justi- 
fied in his sight: ... but now the 
righteousness of God without the 
law is manifested. . . . Therefore 
we conclude that a man is justi- 
fied by faith without the deeds of 
the law” (Rom. 3:20-28). 

“No man is justified by the 
law” (Gal. 3:11). “A man is not 
justified by the works of the law. 
. .. By the works of the law shall. 
no flesh be justified... If right- 
eousness come by the law, then 
Christ is dead in vain,” (Gal 
2:16-21). |

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lectures. “Seeing then that all 
these things shall be dissolved,” 
without going to do- something 
about’ “what manner of persons 
ought ye to be.” The coming of 
our Lord is a certainty, a coming 
certainty, a comforting certainty, 
and a llenging certainty, and 
if .we nh property this hope, we 
shall d mething about it, we 
shall purify ourselves even as He 
is pure. Alas, it is too often the 
case that the same brother who 
shouts “amen’’—and well he may! 
—through the fifteenth chapter of 
I Corinthians, the resurrection 
chapter, shuts his mouth as tightly 
as his pocketbook on the sixteenth 
chapter, the collection chapter! 


From start to finish, the Word 
of God joins creed with deed and 
if ‘cursed be he that handleth the 
word of God deceitfully,’ let us 
remember that one gy K ee can 
do that is by hearing it-énd not 
doing it. Sin will keep us from 
the Book, and the Book will keep 
us from sin, and it is not the 
Word hidden in the head but in 
the heart that keeps us from sin. 
You can have a headful of Scrip- 
ture and a heartful of sin! You 
can backslide with a Bible under 
your arm! 


It is possible to mistake a fa- 
miliarity with Bible terms for a 
knowledge of Bible truth. We are 
not suffering from a lack of ser 
mons. Maybe we have too many 
sermons. There is,enough of the 
Word of God sto in the heads 
of Christians, if it were obeyed, 


to set America on fire and set off} 


enough Divine power to put 
atomic bombs to shame in com- 
parison. 


But something has to be done 
about the Word. It is true, glor- 
iously true, that God’s Word will 
not return unto Him void. Ezekiel 
was assured that, although the 
people would not heed his mes- 
sage, they would know that a 
prophet had been among them. 
Many a preacher, in an unrespon- 
sive day, has encouraged himself 
with that blessed truth. But that 
God’s Word will return void 
is- no lollipop th roll under our 
tongues while we evade personal 
responsibility. The preacher has a 
responsibility to preach the Word, 
but his hearers have a_responsi- 
bility to heed it. There is another 


verse about the Word not profit- 
ing Israel long ago “not being 
mixed with faith in them that 
heard it.” There must be a voli- 
tional response, faith taking hold 
of the Word. 

We may have faith, but is it 
OBEDIENT faith? ‘By faith Abr- 
ham... OBEYED.” Are you obed- 
ient to the truth you know? Let 
me confine myself to the book of 
James and, ask you a few pointed 
oontugietegns that brief letter 
whehce came our text about be- 
ing doers of the Word and not 
hearers only, deceiving our own 
selves. And don’t put these verses 
in a dispensational cubbyhole, they 
are for us all! 


“Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh,to you. Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners; and purify your 
hearts, yé double minded.” This 
is to Christians. Have you done 
anything about that lately? 

“Ye ask, and receive not, be- 
cause ye ask amiss, that ye may 
consume it upon your lusts.” Have 
your prayers been unanswered be- 
cause of sin? 


“Let é@very man be ’ fwitt to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to 
wrath.” Have you done anything 
about your tongue and temper 
lately ? 


“Humbie yourselves in the sight 
of the Lord, and he shall lift you 
up.” Have you been proud? We 
want to have a revival and still 
save our faces. But the first thing 
we lose in a revival is our face! 

“Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren . . . Confess your faults 
one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed.” 
Are you critical? Is there someone 
to whom you owe an apology? 

These are only a few verses al- 
most at ‘random. Think what 
would happ f the church did 
something about one little book, 
the book of James!

of my brethren, came, he and 
certain men of Judah; and I asked 


them concerning the Jews that 
had escaped, which were left of 
the captivity, and concerning Jeru- 
salem. [You remember Nehemiah 
was the cupbearer to the King 
Artaxerxes. He was in captivity.] 
And they said unto me, The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity 
there in the province are in great 
affliction and reproach: the wall 
of Jerusalem also is broken down, 
and the gates thereof are burned 
with fire. And it came to pass, 
when I heard these words, that 
I sat down and wept, and mourned 
certain days, and fasted, and 
prayed before the God of heaven, 
And said, I beseech thee, O Lord 
God of heaven, the great and ter- 
rible God, that keepeth covenant 
and mercy for them tha, love him 
and observe his co ents 
Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes open, that ‘thou 
mayest hear the prayer of thy 
servant, which I pray before thee 
now, day and night, for the chil- 
dren of Israel thy servants, and 
confess the sins of the children of 
Israel, which we have _ sinned 
against thee: both I and my fa- 
ther’s house have sinned. We 
have dealt very corruptly against 
thee, and haye not kept the com-

I, They Had Extended 
Seasons Of Prayer 


Nehemiah said, “I sat down and 
wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the 
God of heaven, And said, 1 be- 
seech thee, O Lord God of heaven, 
the great and terrible God, .. 
hear the prayer of thy:.servant 
which I pray before thee now, 
day and night.” In the case of 
Nehemiah, several days and nights 
were spent in prayer. He wept 
and mourned and fasted and con- 
fessed his sins and prayed day 
and night. If you want to have 
revival here is the way. Set out 
to wait on God and spend what- 
ever time is necessary in pleading 
prayer. Nehemiah had an ex- 
tended season of prayer. So did 
other Bible characters who wanted 
revival, who wanted prayers an- 
swered, who wanted hearts 
touched. 


Let’s take the example of Jacob. 
In Genesis, chapter 25 (you re- 
member the story), Jacob bought 
the birthright of his older twin 
brother, Esau, for a bowl of chili. 
Later on Esau wanted to trade 
back. He said, ‘As soon as our 
fat..er dies, I’m going to kill you 
for that.’ Jacob ran, away into 
a far country, and God blessed 
him there. Over twenty years 
had passed and then the word of 
God came to Jacob saying, ‘Go 
back to your father’s house. Go 
back and face it, Jacob.’ 

Jacob said, ‘All right, I'll go, 
but boy, am I scared! I’m sure 
in a tight. Esau, that big old 
red-bearded, angry twin brother 
of mine, is planning to kill me, 
Back he 
went, you remember the story. 
He had stolen Esau’s blessing. 
Now when he got to the border- 
land he said, ‘I’ll send ahead cat- 
tle and sheep and oxen and camels 
and donkeys (over 500 head of 
livestock) for a present.’ Then 
he said, ‘I’ve done all I can do. 
Now with my wives, children, 
servants and cattle I will move 
over the ford Jabbok. We are 
going on. I may get killed, but 
I’m going.’ 

He was brought word that Esau 
was coming to meet him with four 
hundred armed men. Now you do 
not have to have four hundred 
soldiers with you to go out and 
say, “Hello, Jacob, I’m glad to see 
you. My, how I’ve missed. you 
these twenty years!” Jacob said, 
‘Lord, I’m sure in a tight, but I’m 
going. I have moved the family 
all over; they are ready to travel 
the first thing in the morning.’ 
Then he came back across the 
brook to face God and have it out.

I’m not supposed .to 
be down here in the daytime with 
everybody looking on. Let me go!’ 

Jacob, said, ‘I’m not going to 
let you go. You must bless me.’

I will not let thee 
go until thou bless me,’ He held 
on to the angel of God. Do you 
think God was angry? Jacob’s 
attitude seems presumptuous. It 
seems sacrilegious.

Oh, God, give us men like Sam- 
uel who cry unto the Lord all 
night. Did you ever pray all 
night? Well, how are you going 
to claim to be a Bible kind of 
Christian if you do not ever pray 
all night? I will tell you how I feel 
about it: I used to think that 
when I got to Heaven I would go 
to Paul and say, “Paul, you said,

power,. people who will have some- 
thing to talk about a million 
years, and I not have anything to 
talk about. I am not going to 
do it! I want to have what Bible 
Christians had, 

Did you ever pray all night? 
Bible Christians did, nearly all the 
good ones did! In Luke 6:12 the 


Scripture says, “. .. he went out 


into a mountain to pray, and con- 


tinued all night in prayer to God.” || 


“Well,” somebody says, ‘‘that is a 
little fanatical.”

But He 
needed to pray all night. God 
help us to follow the steps of our 
Saviour. Extended seasons of 
prayer! The next day the Lord 
Jesus was ready to choose the 
apostles and~train them, because 
He prayed all night. 

Here is another case: In the 
first chapter of Acts, verses 13, 
the eleven apostles are called by 
name. Verse 14 then says, ‘These 
all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, and with his brethren.” 
They continued: in prayer, day 
after day, night after night, from 
the time Jesus ascended and went 


jaway until the day of Pentecost 


was fully come. Day and night 
they stayed with the job of pray- 
ing down the power of God. 
Pentecost came, the flood tides of 
revival came, three thousand peo- 
ple were saved. They continued 
in prayer. Extended seasons of 
prayer! That is the Bible way to 
reach God. 


Somebody says, -“‘Well, I believe 
in making your requests known 
to God and then going on your 
way and leaving it with God.” 
But God does not want you just 
to leave it with Him. He has al- 
ready told you how you can have 
what you want. He has already 
sent you the mail-order catalog 
and told you to order. Now He 
wants you to fill out the order 
and stay there until it comes. 

The other day at my house the

answer the telephone. But nobody 
else was at home. It rang the 
second time, so up I got, and 
down the stairs I ran, then around 
the corner, out into the living 


room and into the hall to the tele- 
phone. I picked the receiver up 
and it had quit ringing just be- 
fore I got there! There was no 
one on the line, and I. turned 
around and went back upstairs. 
I do not want to tell you all I 
thought about that fellow who 
called me downstairs, made me 
nearly break my neck; and then 
quit before I got there! But 
listen to me! Many a time you 
call God on the telephone, and 
before God can answer you quit 
praying. You do not mean busi- 
ness. You knock at God’s front 
door, and then. turn and walk 
away and say, “Well, I don’t be- 
lieve there is any God who lives 
there, or if there is, I don’t be- 
lieve He answers prayer.” Or you 
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may say, “He will not do it for 
me as He would for somebody 
else.” Like the unbeliever you are, 
you quit and go home before God 
gets to the front door! In Bible 
times Christians who got hold of 
God spent extended seasons in 
prayer before God. Nehemiah 
did, and so did others. 


Bible Christians Wept Before 
God in Prayer 


Not only did these Bible Chris- 
tians spend extended seasons in 


_ prayer, but they also wept when 


they prayed, and wept when they 
wanted revivals. I heard a man, 
a good man and a man whom I 
love, mock a little bit at preachers 
who weep. He said, “When I 
preach, I am not boring for water, 
I am boring for oil.” That is all 
right, I want the oil, too, but I 
tell you right now, there is nearly 
as much in the Bible about tears 
as there is about the Holy Spirit. 
The truth of the matter is that in 
a sense they are almost synony- 
mous. The Scriptures tell us that 
Nehemiah “sat down and wept, 
and mourned ... and fasted, and 
prayed before the God of heaven.” 
He sat down and wept. “Well,” 
you say, “he must have been a 
sissy, that man Nehemiah. Wasn't 
he a pretty thing sitting down and 


crying? 
man cry.” 

Sissy? - You ought to have seen 
him! He was called Tirshatha, 
which is another word for “big 
boss.” You should have seen the 
way he took that gang in hand 
and rebuilt the walls of Jerusa- 
lem! My, what a fighter he was! 
He was a strong man, a leader, 
a born ruler. -But when he 
wanted a revival, he sat down and 
cried and prayed! 

All you people who never weep 
any, I would like for you to re- 
member that God does not have 
any way to bring the best bless- 
ings except to broken hearts. 
David said in the fifty-first Psalm, 
“My sin is ever before me. Against 
thee, thee only, have I sinned, and 
done this evil in thy sight.” He 
really was saying, ‘I never forget 
it; this sin is always on my mind. 
If You wanted sacrifices, I would 
give them. I have many fat cat- 
tle and oxen and nice: rams and 
lambs; I would give You the sac- 
rifices if You wanted them, Lord. 
But that isn’t what You want. 
‘The sacrifices of God are a 
broken spirit: a broken and a con- 
trite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise’ (Isa. 51:17). That’s what 
I’m offering.” Oh praise God for 
the tears of David!

you want to be a soul winner? 
I will tell you what will soften 
hearts, what first will soften your 
own heart, then will soften the 
sinner’s heart, and will even touch 
the tender heart of God. Listen. 
Here it is: Psalm 126:5-6: “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in 
joy. He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with 


rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him.” 

If you do.not sow in tears, 
you will not reap in joy. As my 


beloved teacher, Dr. Scarborough, 
used to say in the seminary, “It 
is the people who go out and weep 
and water the fields with their 
tears who come back with their 
sheaves.” You had better learn 
to weep if you have not done so. 
Why, the Lord Jesus wept. He 
wept at the grave of Lazarus. He 
wept over Jerusalem. I think His 
heart in Heaven now is broken, 
as with tears He pleads and longs 
over sinners. Oh, then shall my 
tears be dry? 


I never shall forget when I 
started out to preach. I had won 
a scholarship in oratory in the 
university—you couldn’t tell that 
now, of course! I had, with my 
colleague, won an intercollegiate 
debate against Hardin-Simmons 
college. We had been in the Con- 
nally Debate, the famous affair 
sponsored by Senator Tom Con- 
nally in Baylor University. I had 
been out on the field as a field 
secretary for Wayland College. I 
had spoken often in pulpits as a 
layman. Then the Lord laid His 
hand on me.-and said, “Preach.” 
I said, “This will be easy. I know 
just how to do it.” In preparing 
a debate I would get all the mate- 
rial together, then I -would study 
it, muse over it, organize it, out- 
line it, write it out, re-write it, 
memorize it, and then stand be- 
fore a mirror and say it, with 
gestures and all. When I got 
through with that business, I was 
ready for the debate or the ora- 
tion. So I started out to preach. 
But something happened to me. 
I would get up to preach and for- 
get my outline and everything else 
and stand and weep and beg peo- 
‘ple to be saved. I felt disgraced. 
I said, “Lord, I have been a col- 
lege teacher. I look like a dumb 
fool. Why don’t You let me keep 
my mind and my attention on this 
a little better, and be more dig- 
nified and sensible?” The Lord 
did. I lost my tears. I preached, 
and there was dust and ashes in 
my heart and in my mouth. I 
went home and wished I were 
dead. Then I said, “I don’t care! 
Let me be a fool, then, but let 
me have the tears back. I can’t 
preach without a broken heart.” 
And God answered. 

I tell you right now that what 
we need in the pulpit is the same 
thing we need in the secret prayer 
closet, what we need in every 
Sunday School teacher’s_ class, 
what we need in every mother’s 
heart over her boy, what we need 
in everybody else’s heart who is 
going to pray so God will hear. 
We need a broken heart and tears. 
Oh, God, give us broken hearts! 

Paul came to the elders of 
Ephesus and said, ‘I call you 
gentlemen to witness, you preach- 
‘ers, that I am free from the blood 
of all men.’ 

Well, Paul, that is a big state- 
ment. How did you clear your 
skirts so that you are not to blame 
if anybody in Ephesus goes to 
Hell? How did you do it? 

He said, “I ceased not to warn 
every one night and day with 
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tears” (Acts 20:31). Paul was 
not a sissy. He would have made 
a good quarterback on anybody’s 
football team. He would have 
made a top sergeant of the 
Marines or the Commandos. But 
he knew what it was to have a 
broken heart. And you had better 
get that when you come talking 
to God, pretending you want a 
revival. You had better really 
get a broken heart and learn to 
weep over sinners. 

Jesus left Heaven. Jesus knew 
spit in His face. Jesus knew plas- 
phemy. Jesus knew scorn. Jesus 
knew hate. Jesus sweat bloody 
sweat and hung on a cross and 
prayed for people while they 
laughed Him to scorn as He died. 
But it is a strange feeling we 
have; we want a nice easy berth. 
I will tell you, we need today the 
broken heart that will make it 
so God can hear us. Bible Chris- 
tians had it. God give us tears! 


Seeking God With All 
One’s Heart Involves 
Confession of Sin 


That is not all. These Bible 
Christians who wanted revival 
also confessed their sins. 

Nehemiah prayed, “Hear. the 
prayer. of thy servant, which I 
pray before thee now, day and 


night, ... and confess the sins 
of the children of Israel, which 
we have sinned against. thee.” 


Nehemiah confessed his sins. 

But Daniel is another example. 
Daniel is one of the purest char- 
acters in all the Bible. I dare 
you to find one hint that Daniel 
failed God anywhere. He was 
human, surely; but the frailty is 
not mentioned in the Bible. Listen 
to how Daniel prayed: “And I 
set my face unto the Lord God, 
to seek by prayer and supplica- 
tions, with fasting, and sackcloth, 
and ashes: And I prayed unto 
the Lord my God, and made my 
confession, and said, O Lord, the 
great and dreadful God, keeping 
the covenant and mercy to them 
that love him, and to them that 
keep his commandments; We have 
sinned, and have committed ini- 
quity, and have done wickedly, 
and have rebelled, even by. depart- 
ing from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments: Neither have we 
hearkened unto thy servants. the 
prophets” (Dan. 9:3-6). Go ahead 
and read the passage through. 
Underline it. You will find sin 
named eighteen , different times in 
Daniel’s prayer. Daniel was try- 
ing to think of zvery word that 
would reveal the blackness of his 
own heart and the hearts of the 
people. He sat there in sackcloth 
and ashes and cried and prayed 
and fasted and confessed his sins 
to God. As 

In Proverbs 28:13 is this word: 
“He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper.” Do not try to pray 
until you confess your sins. There 
is no use to pray if you donot 
honestly lament and repent of 
your sins, turn your heart away 
from your sins and try to make 
things right. If you do not do 
it, God will not hear you pray. 
“He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper: but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh them shall have 
mercy.” That is what the Bible 
says. That is awfully old-fash- 
ioned. But that will bring a re- 
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vival. It did in Nehemiah’s day. 
It did in Daniel’s days. It did 
in case after case in Bible times. 
It did when Zacchaeus slid 
down the tree and, saved on the 
way, hit the bottom and _ said, 
‘Lord Jesus, I’m starting to pay 
back fourfold everybody I have 
robbed, everybody I have mis- 
treated, and I’m going to give half 
of my goods to the poor. I have 
lived a wicked life and I am try- 
ing to make it right.’ That is the 
attitude of heart which God 
blesses. God will send revival any 
time God’s people go to confessing 
and forsaking their sins. God is 
ready to hear anything we have 
to say, then. God will hear us 
pray. We can reach God. 


We can have revivals, surely 
we can—provided we are willing 
to pay the price. What price? 
“And ye shall go and pray unto 
me, and I will hearken unto you. 
And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall. search for me 
with all your heart” (Jer. 29: 
12,13). If you mean _ business 
enough to confess and forsake 
your sins, you can have revival, 
You can have your prayers an- 
swered. 


In Bible times people also took 
extreme measures to get their 
prayers answered. They put them- 
selves out. They risked God 
about it. They took extreme meas- 
ures. What did Nehemiah do? He 
said, ‘Lord, I’m going to leave my 
easy job and build those walls 
myself,’ — 

Wait a minute, Nehemiah. Did 
you ever handle brick? Did you 
ever handle these stones and a 
trowel? Your hands are tender, 
You have lived in a king’s palace, 
You are the _ king’s cupbearer, 
You are well-born and well-bred, 
Are you willing to go back there 
and have all the scorn and labor 
and heartbreak it will cost to re- 
build Jerusalem? 


Nehemiah said, ‘I’m ready, 
Lord, just open that king’s heart; 
I'll go back and rebuild those 
walls.’ 


Consider Jacob. ‘Jacob, do you 
want your prayers answered ?”’ 

“Sure I do and I’m gotng to 
move all my household over this 
brook, I’m going to do what God 
said; if I die for it, I’m going to 
do it. I’m going to make things 
right with Esau, if I can. [ll 
send him five hundred head of 
livestock; I'll do all I can do, 
Then God will have to reach his 
heart.” And God did! 


“Daniel, you say you really 
fasted and prayed?” 


“I surely did. I was willing to 
go into the lion’s den too. I was 
willing to face any king.” Suc- 
cessively, he was the prime min- 
ister in the reign of three or four 
of .these great kings. In every 
case his life was almost forfeited 
because of his religion. Yet he 
won out! The man who is willing 
to take extreme measures to* have 
the blessing of God and do what 
God says, God is going to bless. 

I was in revival services in 
Shamrock, Texas, just after I 
went there as pastor. One day in 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Friday, September 28, 1945 


the weekday morning service Mrs. 
Charles Bloodworth arose weeping 
and said, “When I want things I 
go after them. I want my hus- 
band saved, and Brother Rice, I’m 
going to see him saved. I’m going 
to have my husband saved.” 


She sat down and began to sob. 
When the service was over, she 
said, ‘Will you come to my house 
for lunch tomorrow ?” 


I said, “Yes,” and the next day 
I went. I was not half way 
through with the meal when she 
got out the Bible and put it by 
my plate. She had not eaten any- 
thing. She said, “Brother Rice, 
I want Charles to be saved, and 
so I brought you over here to 
talk to him about his soul. I 
want him saved, and I have al- 
ready been talking to him. 
Charles, I want you to listen to 
Brother Rice. I want you to be 
saved right here today at this 
table.” 


I looked over at Charles and 
his neck got red, then his ears, 
then his face; and mine was get- 
ting hot. That was so direct, I 
was embarrassed about it. But I 
got the Bible and opened it and 
read the Scriptures and tried to 
get Charles saved. 


Charles said, 
ready.” 


We got up from the luncheon 
table and Charles said, “Brother 
Rice, you will excuse me. I have 
to go back to the filling station.” 

I said, “Sure. I understand,” 
And I got my hat. 


Mrs. Bloodworth said, “Charles, 
go by the store and tell Jim (Mr. 
Forbus) that I will not be there 
this afternoon.” 

He said, ‘“‘Are you sick, Jessie?” 
She had not missed an hour of 
work in that store in a long time. 

“No, I’m not sick.” 

“Well, what is wrong?” 


“No, I’m not 


“Nothing is wrong. Just tell 
Jim I won't be there today, 
please.” 

“Well, what else will I tell 


him ?” 
“Don’t tell him anything. Just 
tell him I’m not coming.” 


He mumbled to himself and 
went to his work. I started away, 
and she said, “Brother Rice, do 
you think I am going up there and 
measure sO many yards of can- 
vas for cotton sacking and match 
somebody’s silk with a bit of 
thread and sell some woman a 
dress pattern and somebody else 
hese? 
go spend my time doing that kind 
of thing when my husband might 
die and go to Hell today? I’m 
never going to set foot in that 
store again, I’m never going to 
sell another article of goods, I’m 
not going to do anything else till 
I get my husband saved!” 


I left, and that night they told 
me the rest of the story. 


Charles came in from work and 


said, “Oh, boy, did they pour it 
on today! I’m tired.” 
“But,” she said, ‘Honey, get 


your bath now and get ready for 
supper. We are going to church, 
you know.” 

He said, “I’m so tired. Let’s not 
go until tomorrow night.” 

She began to weep and said, 
“Charles, you promised.” 

He said, “I know, and I'll go 
if you insist upon it.” He got 
ready and came down to the table. 
There was only one plate on the 
table. 

He said, “Aren’t you hungry?” 

She said, “No, I’m not hungry.” 

He said, “Are you sick?” 

She said, “No, I’m not sick.” 
By that time he did not want 
much supper either, but he tried 
his best to eat. After awhile they 
came to church. 

That night the Lord was there. 
I preached the best I could and 
gave the invitation. We had 
some people saved, and I said, 
“Let’s sing another verse. There 
is a man here who ought to come, 
and he knows it. I talked to him 
today and his wife talked to him. 
He had better come. God is call- 
ing.” 

They sang another verse but he 
did not come. Others came. 
Some were converted; backsliders 
returned to the Lord. I said, 
“Sing another verse.” He did not

Christians all indicate that God 
will give a mighty revival in the 
two weeks remaining. May God 
grant it! 


A good many preachers and 
others are attending the meetings 
from Oklahoma City, 35 miles 
south, and from other cities and 
towns. 


Closing here September 30, I

Bible Christians Often 
Fasted in Prayer 


Here is another way Bible 
Christians sought God with all 
their hearts. They often fasted 
as they prayed. In Bible times 
people had revivals; they got their 
prayers answered. How? Well 
do you know how ‘fanatical’ they 
were? Sometimes they would 
rather have revival thar eat. 
Sometimes they would rather have 
revival than sleep or- attend to 
their business. Sometimes they 
would not eat or drink as they 
waited on God. Nehemiah sat 
down and wept and mourned be- 
fore the God of Heaven, and 
fasted, and prayed, and confessed 
his sins; and God heard him. 

Fasted? “Well now,” some- 
body says, “I think that is an Old 
Testament matter, not a New 
Testament matter.” To one of 
the leading Bible study magazines 
in America a man. wrote asking, 
“Don’t you think that. fasting is 
an Old Testament matter and not 
for New Testament Christians?” 
This leading. fundamental maga- 
zine answered, ‘Yes, you are right. 
Fasting is an Old Testament mat- 
ter. That is a form intended for 
Old Testament saints and Jews.’ 
If that be true, some people in 
the New Testament did not under- 
stand it properly; some of them 
fasted as well as those in the Old 
Testament. Why, I find that New 


Testament and Old Testament- 


Christians alike, fasted. Nehemiah 
did. Daniel said, “I set my face 
unto the Lord God, to seek by 
prayer and _  supplications, with 
fasting, and sackcloth, and ashes: 
And I prayed.” 

Jesus fasted forty days and 
nights. Is Jesus an example you 
would accept? Would you think 
that a Christian ought to follow 
the example of Jesu: ~ Is that 
‘not dispensationally correct, _ to 
follow Jesus Christ? He fasted 
and prayed. 

The disciples tarrying in the 


upper room for days before Pen-} 


tecost fasted as well as , prayed. 


I took my} 


Jesus had said about His disciples, 
“When the bridegroom shall be 
taken from them, then shall they 
fast.” (Matt, 9:15) 


So when Jesus ascended to 
Heaven, they fasted and waited 
on God for ten days before Pen- 
tecost. They continued § stead- 
fastly with one accord in prayer 
and supplication. They did not 
have any time to eat, That is the 
way to have a revival. 


You say, “Aren’t you afraid that 
people will go to extremes?” No, 
I am afraid they will not go to 
any extremes. I am afraid they 
will not have any tears. I am 
afraid of the kind of praying with 
no tears, with no sacrifice, with 
no confession, and without even 
the loss of a meal. God have 
pity on us Christians who never 
missed a meal, never lost a night’s 
sleep, never lost a job, never lost 
a friend for God. No wonder we 
cannot have revival. We need 
to seek God with all our hearts. 
David said, “Neither will I offer 
burnt-offerings unto the Lord my 
God of that which doth cost me 
nothing.” (II Samuel 24:24). O 
God, let it cost me! Did you ever 
get so concerned that you could 
not eat and could not sleep? °* 


I played college football. We 
had to eat at the training table, 
eat carefully, and be in bed by ten 
oclock. It was pretty rigid. 
Could you not even do that much 
to keep a soul out of Hell? 


In Bible times people often 
fasted. Daniel did, and so did 
these others. 


When I surrendered to preach 
I left the University of Chicago, 
came back to Texas and had some 
country meetings with a young 
Brother Ross. He did the preach- 
ing and I led the singing. We 
started revival services in Corinth 
country church near Decatur, 
Texas. I think there had not been 
a service in the church for nearly 
a year. There had not :been. a 
soul saved in two years time. 
People said there was no use try- 
ing to have a revival. But we 
were young and had faith and 
zeal, so we went for th: meeting. 
Brother Ross preached; I sang, 
did personal work, led in prayer 
and exhorted. 


Sunday went by and nothing 
happened. Nobody was saved. 
There was not a hand lifted for 
prayer. Not a backslider came 
back to God. Sunday night came 
and went, and there was not a 
move of any kind. So it went, 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday, with no one 
saved. Saturday morning Brother 
Ross. and I met out in a little 
ravine to pray.. There we agreed 
to call a day of fasting and prayer 
on Sunday. 


That night, Saturday night, we 
announced it: ‘‘Tomorrow will be 
a day of fasting and prayer. 
Everybody come early to pray. 
Then we will have Sunday School, 
then preaching service. After that 
we will stay, without going home 
for dinner, and fast and pray and 
confess our sins and wait on God. 
At three o’clock in the afternoon 
we will have another preaching 
service and will pray afterward.” 


Well, that morning a few came 
before Sunday School to pray. We 
had Sunday School and. then 
preaching service. Of the five of 
us there to pray, only-one man 
lived in the community, the only 
deacon in the church who was 


- 


active. We prayed, sang, con- 
fessed our sins and read the Bible. 
At three o'clock in the afternoon 
a few peoplé¢, thirty-five or forty, 
came in. Brother Ross preached. 
Then we asked for requests for 
prayer but nobody said anything. 

At last one woman very timidly 
said, “I would like to see one soul 
saved tonight, but I do not know 
whether we will or not.” 


I said, “Brother Ross, we have 
prayed all day and nobody expects 
anything tonight. Let’s you and 
I go out here to our ravine and 
agree together before God; ask 
God to give the blessing and pray 
through out there. What do you 
say ?”’ 

He said, “Let’s just claim the 
blessing right here. What do you 
want to happen tonight?” 


I said, “I want to see ten people 
saved tonight.” 

He said, “Do you believe it?” 
I said, “Well, I—I—I—” (You 
know wanting it and believing it 
are not quite the same thing if 
you are honest.) I said, “I—I—I 
will believe it if you will.” 

He said, “All right, I will.” He 
jumped up, took my hand, turned 
to the people and said, “Tonight 
we will have at least ten people 
saved here. There is a God. who 
answers prayer. We have done all - 
we know to do: We have prayed, 
we have confessed our sins, we 
have waited on God. And we are 
going to have at least ten people 
saved here tonight.” 


The visiting preacher who had 
spent the day in fasting and 
prayer with us, y;ublicly said we 
should not expect anybody saved 
in such a backsliden church. 


I said, “We will. We will have 
at least ten souls saved here to- 
night.” 

Afterward Brother Ross and I 
went again to pray. I had not had 
any breakfast, had not had any 
dinner, and I was so scared I did 
not want any supper. 

Then I said to Brother Ross, 
“T am going to talk to every soul 
who comes on this ground tonight 
if I have to stay until one o'clock, 
unless they run off and leave me. 
I am going to do my part.” 

He said, “I will do my part, and 
God will have to do the rest.” 

_That night people came and 
filled the house. Every window 
was like a frame full of faces; 
everybody who could get his head 
in was looking in. I led the sing- 
ing for a little while and Brother 
Ross preached about thirty min- 
utes. I started the invitation 
hymn, “Jesus is Tenderly Calling.” 
Then I turned to the choir—the 
choir mind you!,—there on. the 
second row sat a bootlegger and 
drunkard. He had been leading 
all the boys in that country wrong. 
I spoke to him and in a moment, 
with trembling lips he came to ac- 
cept and confess Christ. 

About the time we got to the 
preacher, a little Mrs. Walker 
reached her hands up and began 
to cry, “Oh, there is my boy. 
Thank God! There comes my 
boy!” 

Her son was on the back seat 
of the choir. He did not have 
any time to come out at the end 
of the seats. He was just climb- 
ing over the old benches. Here 
he came, crying so he could narey 
see. 

That afternoon, service whe I 
had said, “We are going to have

A Christian girl of twenty 
tead the book, Bobbed Hair, Bossy 
Wives and Women Preachers, by 
the editor, and decided definitely 
that’ she, a young woman, ought 
not to preach, as she had wanted 
to do. She was convinced that 
according to the Scriptures that 
was definitely not her place. Then 
she asked the following questions 
which are answered here: 


Question 1. “Is it right or wrong 
for me to act as superintendent 
of a Sunday School, where there 
are men and women, boys and 
girls; where I lead the singing, 
and tell the minister to lead us in 
prayer... ?” 


Answer. I Timothy 2:12 says, 
“But I suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over 
the man, but to be in silence.” I 
think that Scripture forbids a 
woman to take any place of lead- 
ership over men or authority 
over men. Thus it would forbid 
a woman acting as Superintendent, 
or leading any other public serv- 
ice, where the congregation was 
a mixed one including men. If no 
men were present, I think a 
woman might be superintendent 
over a Sunday School of women 
and children but not over a Sun- 
day School including men. I think 
likewise that a woman ought not 
to lead singing in a mixed con- 
gregation including men. 


Question 2. “I also teach a big 
class of little children (mixed), 
and I love it with all my heart, 
and them too. Is it right or wrong 
to hold children’s evangelistic 
meetings at our home, where boys 
and girls come?” 

Answer. I think it is certainly 
all right for a woman to teach

children in a Sunday School class, 
or in Child Evangelism classes at 
home or elsewhere, There is noth- 
ing in the Bible to forbid a woman 
teaching children, as far as I 
know, either publicly or privately, 
just so they do not set out to 
teach men, or to have any official 
leadership over men, 


Question 3. “Is it right or wrong 
for a woman to sing solos in 
a church, or anywhere where 
God’s people are, where there are 
mixed congregations?” 

Answer. I think it is perfectly 
all right for a woman to sing solos 
if she be asked to do so, even in a 
mixed congregation in a church 
service, provided a man is in 
charge of the service, and that she 
takes no part whatever in leader- 
ship of the congregation which in- 
cludes men. In Exodus 15:20, 21, 
we are told that Miriam, the 
prophetess, the sister of Aaron, 
took a timbrel and led the women 
of Israel in singing to the Lord 
and in dancing or playing. Note 
that she did not lead the men but 
she seems to have led the women. 
We are not told whether men 
heard them sing or not but we 
suppose that they did. 

Question 4. “Is it wrong to sing 
in a choir which leads mixed con- 
gregations ?” 

Answer. No, it is not wrong, 
in my opinion, to sing in a choir. 
In my judgment, the choir should 
have a man as leader, not a 
woman, but I think both men and 
women might sing in the choir, 
and there is a place even for boys’ 


Question 5. “Is it right or wrong 

for me to read gospel poems to a 
group of women at our Women's 
Missionary Society ?” 
Answer. It is perfectly all right, 
I think, if you are invited and the 
poems are helpful. Titus 2:3, 4 
tells us that aged women ought to 
teach younger women. However, 
I do not know of any Scripture 
that would forbid a young woman 
reading a requested poem before 
older women. 


Question 6. “Is it right or wrong 
for me, a girl of twenty, to try to 
win women or men to Christ?” 
Answer. It is not wrong, but 
clearly right, for a woman to lead 
either men or women to Christ 
when she can. Acts 18:26 tells us 
that Priscila helped her husband 
Aquila expound the way of God 
more perfectly, even to the 
preacher Apollos. In personal con- 
versation you would not be assum- 
ing authority over the one you 
talk to. Priscilla no doubt de- 
pended largely on her husband 
Aquila, and no doubt she spoke 
very reverently and respectfully 
to the preacher, but she had a 
right to talk to him about spiritual 
matters. First Peter 3:1 tells us 
that women are to be subject to 
their husbands, but then it con- 
tinues that women are expected 
to win their husbands to Christ! 
Since no Scripture forbids it, and 
we are plainly commanded to get 
the gospel to every creature, I 
think a woman should be eager to 
reach anybody that she can reach 
with the gospel in personal con- 
versation. Of course she would 
need to be very chaste and mod- 
est in her attitude toward men so 
that her Christian testimony 
would not be hurt. She would not 
want to appear forward, and she 
should be very careful to avoid 
being misunderstood by men, or 
causing bad talk or scandal. For 
this reason, a woman should feel 
freer, perhaps, in trying to win 
lost women to Christ than in try- 
ing to win men. A woman might

ten people saved,” one fellow had 
gotten-his hat and marched out 
saying aloud, “If God saves ten 
people here tonight, I will never 
do another wrong thing as long 
as I live.” 


That night the aisles were sud- 
denly full of people, and others 
all over the house were weeping 
and sobbing. Down the aisle and 
out the door that man went to 
get his son, eighteen years old, 
six feet tall. He just got him by 
the wrist as if he were a little 
child and pulled him through the 
crowd. The man said, “Get down 
on your knees,” and, crying, down 
on his knees he went. The man 
called me, I got down there by 
the boy, and soon he was saved. 
The man got up, wiped his eyes 
and out the door he went to get 
another son!

around the wall. I want you folks 
to count for yourselves and see 
whether or not God answered 
prayer and gave ten souls.” In 
that little country church, maybe 
forty by seventy feet, they lined 
up. Twenty-three adults were 
saved that night! I have seen a 
lot more people than that saved 
in an audience at one time; but I 
tell you, I bless God that early 
in my ministry * found out that 
if you mean business with God, 
if you get to where eating and 
sleeping do not matter, get to 
where you are willing to put first 
things first and wait on God and 
pay the price, you can have re- 
vival!
